London, Aug. 26.— Further peace 
negotiations between Britain and Ire­ 
land will be futile unless some defi­ 
nite progress is made toward accept­ 
ance of a basis of settlement Premier 
Lloyd George declared today in a 
communication to Eamon De\ alera. 
Lloyd George replying to the Sinn 
Fein refusal to accept fhe 
British 
terms, declared he was profoundly 
disappointed that Ireland tailed to 
recognize the government had gone 
the limit in its offer. 
The premier said lie 
considered 
the British proposal completely ful­ 
filled the wish of the Irish 
people. 
Lloyd George’s reply was forwarded 
if ter the British cabinet meeting at 
Downing street had barely gone over 
the Sinn Fein proposals. 
He pointed- out that no 
British 
government* could ever 
accept the 
'(inn Fern 
argument that 
relations 
between Ireland 
and Britain 
were 
compared with those of Holland and 
Belgium with Germany. 
The government, he said, will dis­

possible war. 
The Irish negotiations were ad-

Authorities Trying to Fasten Mur­ 


der of Amazon Montgomery on 


Four Prisoners

Seymour, Ind., Aug. 26— Investi­ 
gation of the Amazon 
Montgomery 
murder centered today around Bess 
Brooks and his three sons who were 
rushed to the state 
reform atory at 
Jeffersonville last night as 
threats 
of mob action spread. 
Private detectives and county and 
city authorities were trying to fas. 
ten the crime on Brooks 
and 
his 
sons following the finding of 
Mont­ 
gomery’s body-in a thicket 
a 
mile 
and a half north of the Montgomery 
farm late yesterday. Although there 
were other wounds on the 
body, it 
is believed he died from the blow ot 
a heavy instrum ent which crushed 
Iris skull. Nearby lay the body of a 
•log 
which 
had 
always 
followed 
Montgomery wherever he went. The 
dog had been killed, authorities be­ 
lieve, to prevent it from 
giving 
a 
clew toward clearing up the 
m ys­ 
tery. 
Brooks and his sons were 
taken 
into custody shortly beton* finding 
o f the body. They had been free on 
$1,000 
bond 
each "although 
they 
faced charges of stealing 150 chick­ 
ens from Montgomery. The 
charges 
were preferred by 
the 
victim and 
caused ill feeling. When they 
wen* 
picked up again by the sheriff, their 
bonds were raised to $2,000 
e a c h 
which they could not 
furnish.

this way, they are lichi pending fu r­ 
ther probe of the murder.

A concise statement of the ends to 
be accomplished by each of the pro­ 
posed amendments to the state con­ 
stitution on which voters will pass 
at a special election Sept.

of the State Bar Association, 
composed of Ralph M. Kane, C. C. 
Shirley, James W. Fester, J. A. Van- 
Osdol and Bernard Korbly. The com­ 
ment is limited to the explanation 
of results, without indorsement or 
objection. 
The Republican- is pub­ 
lishing the amendments in numerical 
order, one each day, with the 
bar 
association committee’s note on each. 
Fixing Terms of County Officers 
That Sec. 2, Art. 6, of the 
constitution pf the state of Ind­ 
iana, be amended to read as fol­ 
lows: Sec. 2. 
There 
shall 
be 


elected in each county by 
the 
voters 
thereof at the time of 
holding general elections, a clerk 
of 
the Circuit court, auditor, 
recorder, treasurer, sheriff and

States, it is safe to predict that e f­

Some states already re­ 
quire that a certain amount of time 
devoted each month to the study of 
fire prevention iii gram m ar schools.

extent of at least two hours a week.

packers are experiencing a substan 
tial increase over pre-war business 
and the export trade 
is 
evincing 
“ encouraging proportions” . 


“ I f the tone of trade in what is 
probably the nation’s largest indus­ 
try— meat packing— is an 
criterion 
of general business, all 
manufac 
tures of essential commodities can 
face the immediate 
prospect 
with 
some degree of confidence,” Thomas 
E. Wilson, of Chicago, recently 
re­ 
elected president o f the Institute o' 
American Meat 
Packers, 
declare* 
iii a telegraphic statement 
to 
the 
I nited Press today. 


Wilson said that during the per­ 
iod of depression packers often sole 
their products below cost but main­ 
tained production 
because 
of 
sense of obligation to the public. He 
endorsed the passage by
